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Water Problem Serious 


The planning board is now considering the problems of 
upper Elm st. in relation to the proposal that some 300 
houses be constructed there in the next two years. 

Members of the board are 
drainage facilities in the area and banned all sub-divisions 


concerned over water and 
there until the master plan is prepared. Meanwhile, repre- 
sentatives of the Realty Construction company have asked 
that at least part of the development be considered before 
the master plan is done — and have offered to confer on 
the sharing of town expenses in the installation of addi- 
tional water mains. 

We think the planning board used good judgement in ban- 
ning sub-divisions temporarily . . . and said so. Now we 
have dramatic proof of their sound judgement. 

A fire last week on Brown st. killed over 3000 chickens 
and destroyed their house. Firefighters managed to get, at 
best, one full stream of water from the existing main in 
that area. Lines from booster tanks were also used. 

But Engineer Ralph Preble pointed out that the amount 
of water available on Brown st. is more than could be 


anticipated for upper Elm st. 

Thus, a fire in that area, which is now rather heavily 
built up, could mean total loss for the homeowner. For, on 
the basis of Mr. Preble’s estimate, after careful measure- 
ments, there would not be one full stream of water avail- 
able to fight a fire there. 

That is reason enough, in our opinion, to halt all fur- 
their expansion in the area until something can be done to 
enlarge and improve the facilities. 

For certainly it would not be good thinking to allow fur- 
ther home development there with the present facilities. 

Moreover, even without one additional home, we can see 


the immediate necessity of improving the service there so 
that water would be available for firefighting. 

That will mean a major expenditure by the town — and 
it appears inevitable if proper protection is to be offered 
the residents and property owners. 


It is also obvious that improvements in the water supply 
system — both on Elm st. and in other sections of the 
town — are only a small part of the total problem facing 
the town. 

There are new school problems, sewerage problems, 
drainage problems — enough to keep the town busy for 
many years just catching up with needed improvements. 

It is certainly a step in the right direction for the plan- 
ning board and finance committee to begin discussing the 
possibility of a financial plan for the town, It would set a 
priority system for all the major projects, based on the 


over-all need. 
We hope the idea will be carried out.
